Nov. 1.— In the Schley 
court of inquiry a number of witnesses 
were introduced by Judge 
Advocate 
Lem ly to testify in rebuttal of the ev­ 
idence given in Adm iral Schley’s l**- 
half. 
The court decided early in the 
day that no witnesses could be intro­ 
duced at this stage of the proceeding 
to give testimony on im m aterial points.
